Dr.  James  Outlines 
Road  To  Success 


“There  are  three  domains  in  life, 
and  all  have  to  blend  together  to 
make  the  successful  man,”  Dr. 
Virgil  A.  James,  newly  appointed 
member  of  the  BYU  College  of 
Business  faculty,  told  his  audience 
assembled  at  Thursday’s  Forum 
Assembly  in  the  Concert  Hall. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  is  the 
domain  of  freedom,  where  there 
are  no  restraints  or  controls,  and 
the  domain  of  law,  or  that  which 
we  do  because  we  must  do  it. 

“The  third  domain  is  that  of 
conscience  manners,"  he  ex- 
plained. “This  is  the  domain  in 
which  we  do  something  because  we 
know  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do.” 

“All  roads  are  important  in  life, 
and  we  must  give  attention  to 
those  others,  as  weli  as  the  road 
to  success,”  he  said. 

He  listed  as  attributes  necessary 
for  success  character,  attitude, 
and  dedication,  and  told  his  audi- 
ence that  our  own  attitude  toward 
ourself,  others,  and  our  work  has 
more  to  do  with  our  success  than 
anything  else. 

Dr.  James  quoted  figures  that 
indicate  that  in  the  next  decade 
work  for  over  60  million  Ameri- 
cans will  become  obsolete  and 
most  of  those  on  the  labor  force 
will  be  forced  to  change  jobs  three 
times  before  they  retire. 


He  stressed  that  by  1970  there 
will  be  a deficit  in  leadership,  and 
emphasis  has  changed  from  that 
of  personality  to  performance. 

Dr.  JamQS  was  director  of  ex- 
ecutive development  and  associate 
professor  of  management  at  Uni- 
versity of  Texas  from  1954  to  1960, 
at  which  time  he  joined  the  Mobil 
Oil  Corp.  He  has  also  taught  at 
the  University  of  Utah.  Cornel 
University  and  University  of  Hous- 
ton. 


Saturday  morning  an  event  will 
take  place  that  strikes  fear  and 
trembling  into  the  heart  of  almost 
every  student  who  expects  to  grad- 
uate from  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the 
purpose  of  the  Junior  English  Pro- 
hciency  Exam  is  not  to  see  how 
many  students  can  be  failed,  ac- 
cording to  John  S.  Harris,  chair- 
man of  the  exam. 

Chairman  Harris  explained  that 
the  examination  has  a three-fold 
purpose: 

First,  it  is  a means  of  identi- 
fying students  who  are  in  need  of 
help  in  spelling,  grammar,  sent- 
ence construction,  and  other  writ- 
ing skills. 

Second,  the  examination  provides 
“incentive,”  so  students  won't  for- 
get what  they  have  learned  in 
Freshman  English, 

Third,  it  reduces  the  possibility 
of  the  University  graduating  “semi- 
literates.” 

The  interest  of  the  English  exam 
committe  is  primarily  to  find  out  if 
the  student  is  able  to  write. 

The  exam  consists  of  two  parts, 
■an  essay  and  an  objective  test.  The 
two  scores  are  added  together,  and 
must  reach  an  established  cut-off 
point. 

The  objective  part  of  the  exam  is 
machine  graded.  All  essays  are 
read  by  the  committee  members. 
The  vastness  of  the  essay  reading 
is  great  when  it  is  recognized  that 
about  3800  exams  will  be  read  this 
year. 

The  most  common  reason  for  ^ 
failure  is  a problem  with  reading. 
Chairman  Harris  commented. 
“Student  who  do  a lot  of  reading 


rarely  fail  the  exam.  Most  stu- 
dents who  fail  either  don't  read 
very  well,  or  don’t  read  very 
much.” 

“Only  about  12  per  cent  fail  in 
current  exams,  and  of  the  12  per 
cent  about  75-80  per  cent  are  able 
to  pass  the  exam  after  taking  Eng- 
lish 15,”  Chairman  Harris  said.
